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TENEMENT HOUSE FIRE. 

One Woman Suffocated and Five Other 
People Badly Burned. 

Three of Them May Die— Three Families 
Were Penned In a Ramshackle Building 
— The Heroic Action of the Firemen 
Saved Them a Horrible Death. 

Pittsburgh, March 8. — One of the 
most exciting fires the Pittsburgh de- 
partment has ever been called upon to 
fight occurred at 614 Webster avenue 
Sunday when one woman was suffo- 
cated and five other people so badly 
burned that three may die. Three 
families were penned in a ramshackle 
building, the stairs eaten away by 
flames while they slept. Here was the 
result of 15 minutes captivity. 

Dead: Mrs. Dominic Enriello. aged 

30, wife of Dominic Enriello, fruit 
huckster, was separated from her hus- 
band in the smoke and was suffocated 
while trying to raise a window, died in 
the patrol wagon. 

Injured: Harry Levin, aged 16, 

burned about face, arms and shoul- 
ders, injuries possibly fatal; Lillian 
Levin, aged 6, burned about hands, 
feet and face, condition serious; Max 



UNCLE SAIVT 

Cin Buy All the Ships Needed Abroad— 

Right Men-of-War Have Already Been 

Offered by Foreign Builders. 

New York, March 7. — A special to 
the Herald from Washington says: 
Fully realizing the . importance of 
preparations for any emergency,- the 
president has directed the navy depart- 
ment to open negotiations looking to 
the purchase abroad of warships. This 
fact is now for the first time made pub- 
lic. It probably would not have trans- 
pired at this juncture, but for the 
excitement caused by the state- 
ment published that Spain had pur- 
chased or was negotiating for war- 
ships being built by the Elswick com- 
pany of England for Brazil and other 
ships under construction. With a 
view of ascertaining the facts, your 
correspondent called upon a high offi- 
cial of the administration and ob- 
tained an official admission — made 
for the first time — that while 
the president does not antici- 
pate war, he recognizes that there is a 
possibility of hostilities growing out 
of the Cuban problem and the Maine 
disaster and that he proposes to be 
prepared for it. There has been ample 
evidence of this in the extensive 
preparations, patent to everybody.

Verlinski, aged 22. burned about legs 
and head and fatally injured in- 
ternally. Jessie Verlinski, aged 22, 
his wife, burned about the neck, feet 
and face; injuries serious. Ethel Ver- 
linski, aged eight months, burned 
about hands, head and body; will prob- 
ably die. Elizabeth Levin, aged 18, 
ankle broken by jumping from second 
story window; also hurt internally.

The building at 614 Webster avenue 
is a three-story brick tenement, old 
and shaky. On the first floor and the 
rear of the second floor lived Samuel 
Lavin with his wife and seven chil- 
dren. On the second floor front lived 
Dominic Enriello with his wife. On 
the third floor lived Max Verlinski 
with his wife and eight-months-old 
baby. 

The fire started in Levin's dining- 
room. in the rear of the first floor. It 
burned through the door and up the 
stairway, and in a very short time the 
entire building was in flames. Only 
lightning-like work of the rescuing 
firemen prevented a tenement house 
horror. 

TUG UNDERWRITER, 

With Its Tow, Arrives at Charleston After 
a Very Rough Passage. 

Charleston, S. C., March 7.— The 
tug Underwriter, towing the Merritt 
Wrecking Co.'s Derrick Chief, came 
into Charleston harbor Sunday morn- 
ing after a very rough passage off Hat- 
teras. The tug and her tow were in 
the heavv storm of Thursdav night, 
and while there was not much damage, 
the waves tossed them about like 
feathers and made the crew's very 
busy. The gale raged for 24 hours and 
the deekload of coal on the Under- 
writer was washed overboard. The 
Derrick was stripped of its copper bot- 
tom. Mate J. Frank Hammond and 
Fireman Charles Bellamy were so 
much used up by the trio that they 
were sent to the Marine hospital upon 
arrival. It is claimed that these men 
are not injured, but it is known, how- 
ever. that Capt. Wiley will complete 
his crew here Monday and probably 
■sail for Havana at noon. 

PUSHING THE WORK. 

Sunday Wan a Busy Day at the League 
Navy Yard. 

Philadelphia, March 7. — Sunday 
was a repetition of last Sunday in the 
general activity at League Island navy 
yard. Workmen were busily en- 
gaged upon the cruiser Minne- 
apolis, the monitor Miantono- 
mah and the ram Katahdin. In 
addition work was going on in 
the mold loft and several forges w r ere 
in operation in the blacksmith shop. 
The utmost reticence prevailed among 
the officers, sailors and workmen at 
the yard and it was impossible to ob- 
tain any official information as to the 
detail of the work going on. It was 
evident, however, that all work was 
being pushed as rapidly as possible. 

Relief Supplies for Destitute Cubans. 

New York, March 7.— The Mallory 
line steamer Nueces sailed Saturday 
for Key West with 75 tons of relief 
supplies for the destitute in Cuba. At 
Key West the stores will be trans- 
ferred to the United States steamships 
Nashville and Montgomery.

New* Yobk, March 7.— Pettman & 
Watson, dealers in oil well supplies, 
with offices in this city and a plant at 
Parkersburg, W. Va., made an assign- 
ment Saturday to Emanuel W. Bloom- 
irgdale. The amount involved is said 
to be $ 300 . 030 .

Eight men-of-war. which are prac- 
tically completed in foreign ship- 
yards, have been offered for sale in the 
United States. The president has 
given consideration to the advisability 
of placing an option on them. The 
navy department has been carefully 
watching the construction of ships 
abroad through the eyes of its 
naval attaches of London, Paris, 
St. Petersburg, Berlin, Vienna and 
Rome. This surveillance has been main- 
tained for two months, but more espe- 
cially since the Maine disaster. 
Through these naval attaches and : 
from ship builders themselves the sec- ! 
retary of the navy has learned that lie ! 
can now purchase two small-sized 
battleships, two armored cruisers and 
four torpedo boats, all at a compara- 
tively low price. The builders have 
promised that they can deliver the 
ships to agents of this government at ; 
this time, complete in every respect, 
and all that will be necessary for the 
administration to do will be to order 
the necessary details of officers and 
men to proceed to the shipyard, go on 
board the vessels and take them to any 
points which may be desired. 

The builders have urged that the 
purchases be made at once, as they say 
that a declaration of war between the 
United States and Spain would result 
in the enforcement of neutrality laws 
and prevent the sale of the ships. The 
battleships and armored cruisers 
have been built by English and German 
firms for governments which are now 
unable to pay for them, so that this 
government would have no difficulty in 
obtaining the vessels by simplj* put- 
ting down the neeessary amount of 
cash. The four torpedo boats have 
been offered by the Thornycroft Ship 
Building Co., whose boats are recog- 
nized by experts to be among the best 
in the world. 

While your correspondent was unable 
to learn the names of the ships which 
have been offered to this government, 
there is reason to believe that among 
them are three powerful ships 
under construction at the Vulcan 
works, Stettin, Germany, for the 
Chinese government. These three 
ships are of 8,000 tons displacement, 
contracted to make 19.5 knots, and will 
be able to carry not less than a thousand 
tons of coal in their bunkers. There is 
also reason to believe that in case of 
trouble this government could pur- 
chase from Japan the Kasagi and the 
Chiosa. which are nearing completion 
at Philadelphia, and the Union iron 
works. The official with whom your 
correspondent talked had no doubt 
that Japan would be wiliing to aid the 
United States by selling the warships 
before the commencement of war. 

Inventor Carpenter Dead. 

Reading, Pa., March 7.— Jas. H. Car- 
penter, inventor of the Carpenter pro- 
jectule.died here Sunday of pneumonia, 
aged 51 j*ears. 

Enlisting Men for the Navy. 

Boston, March 7. — Orders have been 
received at the Charlestown nav^ yard 
calling for the enlistment of men for 
the several ratings in the enlisted 
force of the navy. These ratings in- 
clude machinists and others of the ar- 
tificer class, seamen ordinary, seamen 
landsmen, firemen and coal passers. 

German Bark Abandoned at Sea. 

Barbados. March 7.— The German 
bark Cidade Do Porte, Capt. Kauff- 
man n, last reported at Pernambuco, 
from Rio Janeiro, abandoned at 
sea on fire and her crew have landed 
here. 



In Case an Indemnity Payment is Refused 
by Spain — No One Seems to Doubt That 
the Capture of Havana Would Be 
Comparatively Easy. 

1 

Havana, via Key West, Fla., March ' 
7. — As the conviction becomes general ‘ 
that the court of inquiry will decide 1 
that there was a mine explosion under 
the Maine, discussion among American 
□aval officers and civilians here is prev- 
alent as to the warlike measures 
which, it is believed, the United States 
government will adopt in case the 
question of the payment of indemnity 
by Spain is overruled. A majority be 
lieve that American troops will 
be landed at some point east of Havana 
and the insurgents communicated with, 
that the Spanish soldiery will be de- 
feated or captured in detail, and that 
in the meantime a fleet of United 
States vessels will blockade, if not 
bombard Havana. No one seems to 
doubt that the reduction of this city 
would be comparatively easy. Four 12- 
inch guns — two west and two east of 
the city — are the only ones that are 
considered dangerous. These are not 
likely to be well served, while their 
emplacements are not modern. 

That some Spaniards are of the opin- 
ion that an attack on Havana will be 
made is believed to be shown by the 
abnormal activity displayed on board 
the Vizcaja. A press correspondent 
has the best naval authority for the 
statement that the Vizcaya is in a con- 
stant state of readiness for emergen- 
cies and that picket boats are on the 
alert day and night inside the harbor 
and outside the harbor at niglit. 

It is pointed out that the men-of-war 
Vizcaya and Almirante Oquindo, which 
has arrived, might be caught in 
a blockade and fall an easy prey to a 
United States fleet. The cruiser Al- I 
fonso XII. is without boilers and 
would be of no account. All this dis- 
cussion of the probability of war 
among the Americans and Spaniards 
proves nothing and only shows the . 
state of feeding here. 

The conduct of the Spanish divers 
who are investigating the wreck of the 
Maine is a mystery. Thus far they 
have not been down five hours in the 
aggregate, and they show no disposi- 
tion to make a thorough inquiry. 

It is impossible to learn the truth 
fully regarding the purpose of the 
Spanish court of inquiry, but it is gen- 
erally believed that the divers were 
sent down for form’s sake only, and that 
a report will be made in accordapce 
with instructions from Madrid. It may 
be that the Spanish divers have dis- 
covered that the whole port side of the 
Maine forward is gone, and having so 
reported, further examination is deem- | 
sd unnecessarj”. The work of our own 
divers henceforward is bound to be 
slow, owing to the ponderous weights 
to be moved and the safety clamps, 
nuts and rivets that must be cut. 

Senator Proctor is likely to make a 
speech in the senate on his return that j 
will have great weight in determining 
the future policy of the United States. !

His driver, pointing to the mountains 
15 miles away, says: “There are plenty 
of insurgent camps there that the 
Spanish have never discovered.” 
Havana, March 7. — The Spanish 
first class cruiser Almirante Oquendo 
arrived in Havana harbor ' at 8:45 
o'clock Saturday morning from Spain. 
She received a hearty welcome from 
the ferry boats and tugs on board of 
which were the civil and military au- 
thorities and different societies which 
had been waiting for the warship's ar- 
rival. The docks were crowded with 
sightseers, rockets were sent up and 
flags and other decorations were dis- 
played from the vessels in port, the 
public buildings and the palaces. 

The Almirante Oquendo made a fine 
appearance as she returned the salute 
from Fort Cabanas, and then saluted 
the fort and admiral. 

Capt. Joaquin Lasaga is in command 
of the Almirante Oquendo. 

The smokestacks of the Maine have 
been removed. The divers hoped tc 
recover some more bodies Saturday. 

Havana, March 7. — The board of in- 
quiry arrived here Saturday from Key 
West and continued its deliberations 
on the cause of the Maine explosion. 

Adm. Sicard has wired the Washing- 
ton government that it is impossible as 
yet to fix a date for the adjournment 
of the board. 

Col. Henry Woanded in a Duel. 

Paris, March 7. — CoL Plcquart, who 
was disciplined for giving testimony 
favorable to the case of M. Zola, at the 
recent trial of the author, fought a 
duel with swords Saturday in the 
riding school of the Military school, 
with Col. Henry, who in the course of 
his testimony against M. Zola de- 
nounced Picquart as a liar. Col. 
Henry was wounded in the wrist and 
arm. Col. Henry succeeded CoL Pic- 
quart as chief of the secret service of 
the war office. 



REVIEW OF TRADE. 

Sensational Stories Affect Speculation in 
Stocks — Industry and Trade, However, 
Has Not Been Disturbed. 

New York. March 5. — R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade in its 
issue Saturday says; 

Stories of the most reckless sort, dis- 
proved promptly, and many of them 
before they are told, affected specula- 
tion in stocks much last week and at 
times this week but they have not dis- 
turbed the industries and the trade of 
the country at all. 

In grain, cotton, meat products and 
petroleum markets have been strong, 
with gradual increases in the demand 
for manufactured products. 

Failures in February have been 
smaller than in any other month, ex- 
cept three of the previous 52 months, 
with remarkable decrease in the fail- 
ures for 8100.000 and over, though in 
number and amount the smaller fail- 
ures show less change than might have 
been expected, indicating that fn good 
times or bad a large proportion is due 
to causes apart from the general con- 
dition of business. 

The best of evidence of general im- 
provement is the fact that payments 
through clearing houses for the past 
week have been 28.0 per cent, larger 
than in 1892, and outside New York, 
with its speculative interests, 17.6 per 
cent. Compared with last year the 
gain has been 56.2 per cent, for the 
week, and 49.8 per cent, for February. 

Production of pig iron is the great- 
est ever known, some furnaces having 
started in the past month, but Besse- 
mer billets are so scarce at Chicago 
that some works are embarrassed, and 
heavy purchases at Pittsburgh, includ- 
ing one of 25,000 tons, have 
stiffened the price so that Bessemer 
pig and local coke at Chicago are 
stronger than since November 1, with 
grey forge unchanged at Pittsburgh. 
Foundry at the east is slightly lower, 
basic pig having been offered in 
a sharp competition at about 810, 
though southern makers in Ala- 
bama and Tennessee, excepting two, 
have agreed upon a plan of sales 
through a commission. The demand 
for finished products covers work far 
. ahead in plates, structural forms, 
i sheets, in pipe since the advance in 
oil, and in rails, with a Chicago sale 
for a Canada road to Alaska, but bar is 
, weak with increasing use of steel.

Frank Kalke, of the United States 
Army, commandant at Iowa Wesleyan 
universary at Mt. Pleasant, attempted 
to board a freight train here Saturday.

Los Angei.es, Cal., March 5. — Gen. 
William Starke Rosecrans is at the 
point of death at his ranch a few miles 
from this city. Bishop Montgomery 
visited the general Friday and per- 
formed in part the last rites of the 
Catholic church. 

The attending physicians say the 
general has a fighting chance for his 
life. 

His son, Carl F. Rosecrans. and his 
family are at his bedside, and his 
daughter, Mrs. Toole, and ex-Gov. 
Toole, of Montana, are within con- 
venient reach. 

CYLINDER HEAD 

Blew Off Wrecking the Factory — None of 
the Workmen Injured. 

Huntington. Ind., March 5. — The in- 
terior of the Withington handle fac- 
tory was wrecked Friday by an acci- 
dent to the machinery. A cylinder 
head blew off the engine, and the force 
of the explosion snapped the eight-inch 
shaft to which the fly wheel was at- 
tached. The monster wheel, shaft and 
other pieces flew in all directions, tear- 
ing machinery and building to pieces. 
About seventy-five men were at work 
in the building at the time, but strange 
to say not one was injured. The dam- 
age is heavy. 

A List of California Insects. 

Berkeley, Cal., March 5. — Assistant 
Prof. C. W. Woodworth, of the depart- 
ment of entomology at the state uni- 
versity, is preparing a complete list of 
all the California insects. No state 
has before essayed the task of collect- 
ing a complete list, except New Jer- 
sey, where over 6,000 species of insects 
were classified. Prof. Woodworth be- 
lieves that California's list will far ex- 
ceed in numbers that of New Jersey. 

The Armstrongs Know Nothing About It. 

London, March 5. — In response to a 
telegraphic inquiry of the manager 
of the Armstrong-Elswick ship yards, 
asking whether the reported sale of 
the Brazilian and Chilian warships to 
Spain was true the following was 
received: “We have no authority to 

speak for any government, but so far 
as our knowledge goes the report is 
entirely without foundation and en- 
tirely untrue.

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HOLLAND SUBMARINE BOAT. WHICH CAN PLAY HIDE AND SEEK WITH 

AN ENEMY'. 

The Holland is about 60 feet long and cigar-shaped. A single screw, propelled by 
a gas motor, enables it to make eight knots an hour, either on the surface or under 
water, its ruduers are on pivots. Under water they take a horizontal position aud 
steer just as well as on the surface. 

The ship is steered by a man in a litt’.e conning tower fitted with plate-giass win- 
dows. Air is supplied from reservoirs Mr. Holland says the boat can remain under 
water four hours at a time. It can go 70 feet below the surface, where a shell hurled 
at it could not reach it. The boat carries threa dynamite guns, each with a range un- 
der water of 800 yards.

| Life at a Frontier Post.

I N the New Mexican highlands, 7,000 
feet above the sea, lies Fort Wingate, 
the border post of which we write. 
Seventeen miles east of us the crest of 
the Kooky mountains divides the Atlan- 
tic and the Pacific slopes of the con- 
tinent. Up the eastern incline we have 
traversed the sand w r astes, the lava-beds 
and the pinou groves of New Mexico; 
down the western, we look out upon the 
wide an<l desolate sw r eep of Arizona. 
The fort is not a strong place of defense, 
with moat and rampart and bastion; it 
consists essentially of low adobe build- 
ings which inclose a quadrangular 
parade-ground. On three sides of the 
square are houses for officers and their 
families, and on the fourth are bar- 
racks for eight troops of cavalry. Out- 
side the central quadrangle are the 
storehouses, the hospital, the magazine, 
the laundresses’ quarters or ‘‘Soap-suds 
Row,” and the stables. The angular 
architecture of the fort seems drawn 
up at “Attention” against the dazzling 
blue sky of New Mexico. Nature, how- 
ever, relieves the squareness and gray- 
ness of the earth-colored houses by a 
drapery of wild clematis and woodbine 
in summer, and of softening snow in 
winter. The parade-ground is brown 
and dusty except for a few sparse 
blades of grass and a fringe of strug- 
gling cottonw’ood-trees which border 
the irrigating ditch. Near one corner 
of the square is the guard-house, and 
always pacing in front of it a sentinel. 
To me his most welcome duty is his 
sonorous call of the hours at night. 
“Twelve o'clock and all is well,” is a 
cheering w’ord in our mountain soli- 
tude. At the center of the parade we 
look up to the Stars and Stripes, which 
hang high above us from the flagstaff 
there. The flag is our reason for being, 
and as often as we see its bold swirls 
on a breezy day or its mute folds on a 
still one. we rejoice that to us is in- 
trusted this symbol of our country. 



t>ivider of daybreak you, cutting the air, 
touched by the sun, measuring the sky. 
So loved— O you banner leading the day 
with stars brought from the night! 

The soldier's day begins at sunrise. 
As the light breaks through the pines 
ort the eastern horizon, the deep vibra- 
tions of the morning gun are followed 
by the lively march of reveille. That 
half-heard, gfhostly music always stirs 
me with aw^ at thought of another day 
begun, and with pleasure in the linger- 
ing dream that keeps back the actuali- 
ties of day. In the barracks, however, 
the soldier is astir at once, though not 
without a struggle on the part of the 
trumpeter, if we may believe the 
prosaic words he has set to the strains 
of reveille: 



I can’t git ’em up, I can’t git ’em up, 

I can’t git ’em up in the morning, 

I can’t git ’em up to-day! 

Yet, when the relentless march ends, 
the men have “turned out” and “fallen 
ill,” and are ready to answer to roll call, 
l'li rough out the day food, medicine 
and work are administered at the call of 
the trumpets. Three times sounds the 
bum-drum, see-saw music of mess-call. 
As interpreted in the soldier’s rhymes: 

Porky, porky, pork, pork: pork without 
any lean. 

Soupy, soupy, soup, soup; soup with nary 
bean. 

Coffee, coffee, coff, coff; weakest ever seen. 

Soon after breakfast the quick, in- 
cisive sick-call summons the ill and the 
ailing to the hospital. There com- 
plaints are sifted by the surgeon, the 
sick are put to bed. the half-sick ex- 
cused from duty, and the would-be sick 
set to work. Work in the frontier post 
includes all the trades, from sawing of 
logs to mending of shoes; for the sol- 
dier is no specialist, but an all-round 
character* who must dig and plant, 
cook ar.d scrub, as well as ride, shoot 
and saber.’ 

The most picturesque moments of the 
eoldierfs day at Fort Wingate are 
puard-mounting and retreat. Guard- 
mounting takes place at nine o’clock in 
the morning. Then, “with heim and 
blade, and plumes in the gay wind 
dancing.” the cavalry wheels on to the 
parade-ground. The men assigned to 
guard duty for the next 24 hours are 
rigorously inspected, the column 
marches in review, while the band plays 
meirily. The curves of moving horses, 
the swaying of burnished brasses, and 
the stirring music, are all in accord 
with the fluttering leaves of the aspen? 
and the nimble air of morning “So- 
ciety” looks on from verandas and 



board walks; greetings are exchanged; 
horseback parties, picnics or sewing- 
bees are planned. As in the old plays, 
“A tucket sounds,” and with a “Flout ■« 
ish!” our day has begun. 

“Retreat,” ominous word in war, 
signifies in peace the repose of even- 
ing. The music of the call for retreat 
is deliciously pensive and languorous 
as the light wanes. The last cadence of 
the trumpets is followed by the sunset 
gun; then, to the stately measures of 
the “Star-Spangled Banner,” the flag 
slowdy de-scends till it drops to the 
ground with the closing strain. The 
landscape, too, fades in music. The em- 
battled cliffs change into billowy 
masses of reds and grays. The clumps 
of bristling pinon trees blend into a 
darkling slope of green. The clouds 
float in a sea of moving color. All na- 
ture in that breathless afterglow echoes 
the meaning of retreat — peace and rest. 

From reveille to retreat the day is 
occupied with saber practice, gymnas- 
tics. and horse exercise in winter; with 
drills, sham battles, and target practice 
in summer. The leisure hours of the 
enlisted men arc also well provided for. 
Outdoors he has football and baseball, 
hunting and fishing. Indoors he has a 
reading-room and library as well as 
concerts and balls. 

In the Officers’ row the days are not 
less busy than in the barracks opposite. 
Though the average military man is not 
deeply interested in general literature, 
upon his own subjects he is well read. 
He often studies, too, topics related to 
the comparatively unknown regions of 
our country w'hich he inhabits, and be- 
comes an expert in natural history, 
archaeology aud Indian folk-lore. The 
officer’s wife also has tactics to master 
in this land of no shops, no markets, 
no dressmakers. The daily meals re- 
quire careful foresight when butter and 
eggs must be bought in Kansas, vege- 
tables and fruit in California. The 
Thanksgiving turkey and celery and 
cranberries are bespoken by letter be- 
fore the president has issued his 
proclamation, and baby’s dolls and toys 
are ordered from catalogues two 



months before Christmas. The sewing 
is done by the mother’s skillful fingers, 
aided by patterns and fashion plates. 
With all these industries she finds time 
to play the piano, to read, to visit, and to 
teach the children their earliest lessons. 

In the club-room, tales of stirring In- 
dian campaigns are told and retold by 
the veterans; and surely those who have 
made the peace of the plains should be 
permitted to tight their battles o’er 
again in the quiet of the garrison. 
These heroes of our Indian wars form a 
naive and unw r orldly type — that of an 
American who is unruffled by the cares 
of the voter, the competitions of trade, 
or the rivalries of civil professions. 

A different type is the young lieu- 
tenant. Fresh from the problems and 
dreams of West Foint, he gallantly ac- 
cepts the drudgery and discipline of the 
western garrison as a preparation for 
his career. The zeal with which he 
drills and rides enters into his dancing 
and dining; he is tireless either on a 
scout or at a picnic. At length, how- 
ever. listlessness creeps over this eager 
youth; for the monotony of duties and 
of pleasure is the chief trial of frontier 
life. When his horse palls upon him. 
when hops and dinners bore him, he 
tries in vain to believe that “only to 
stand and wait* is more heroic than to 
fight and win. 

Fort Wingate is on the border of the 
Navajo reservation, w’here 20,000 In- 
dians have their home: it is also in the 
neighborhood of numerous Pueblo In- 
dian settlements. Between Indians on 
the one side and prospectors on the 
other, the army is now called to pro- 
tect the white man from the red man 
and then the red man from the white 
man. One April day our garrison was 
startled by an order directing two 
troops of cavalry to proceed at once to 
northern New’ Mexico. Their mission 
was to guard the Navajo Indians from 
an invasion of Colorado miners, who 
were said to have found gold on the 
reservation. A march of 120 miles lay 
before our men across sand wastes and 
mountain summits, through burning 
heat by day and freezing cold by night, 
with little grass or fuel, and water 
scarce and alkaline. P»oth officers and 
men knew well these hardships of field 
service, but for weeks they had heard 
no new story, had seen no new face, at 
Fort Wingate, and they welcomed 
marching orders, even for the desert. 

Forewarned, forearmed! While the 
kitchens of Officers’ row were steam- 
ing forth dainties for the officers’ mess, 
the soldiers were laying in their goodies 
at the post exchange. These consisted 
of cheese, jam and tobacco — all snugly 
tied together in a red cotton handker- 
chief. Away they -rode on their six 
days’ march, canteens jingling, sabers 
flashing, while the band played cheer- 
fully: “The Girl I Left Behind Me.” 
Two months the troops watched and 
waited for intruding prospectors, but 
none came. Meanwhile the army of oc- 
cupation had brought a welcome mar- 
ket for grain and hay, cake and pies, to 
the little struggling settlement of 
pioneers near their camp. When, there- 
fore, the squadron turned homeward, it 
w as with regretful farewells from their 
new-made friends in the desert. 

For those who stayed at Fort Wingate 
the weeks and months dragged slowly 
by, until the troops marched back into 
the garrison. On that day the more dis- 
creet waited within doors to receive 
their returned travelers, while others, 
fleld-glasses in hand, hurried down the 
road to meet them. A moving column 
of dust resolved itself first into loaded 
wagons, then into a rambling train of 
pack-mules, and last ir.to our band of 
troopers. Those battered gray hats, 
worn-out gauntlets and seamy boots 
aroused a welcome that the sleekest 
broadcloth and freshest gold lace could 
never inspire. “See, the conquering 
hero comes!” was spoken by. all hearts 
as well as by trumpets and drums. The 
returning soldiers brought with them 
no trophies of war, no halo of battle, 
but they had performed the chief duty 
of the standing army — to prevent war. 
Our treaty w ith the Navajo Indians had 
been kept inviolate, anu incidentally a 



poverty-stricken community had been 
made opulent. 

Public opinion in America frowns 
upon the professional soldier. The man 
of books regards hijn as a medieval 
liegeman, born out ol his time; the man 
of affairs looks upon him as an acces- 
sory of government, useful on occasion, 
jet a costly and troublesome piece oi 
machinery. A strong military power 
is popularly considered a menace tc 
liberty and free institutions. A stand- 
ing army, on the contrary, fosters that 
military spirit W’hich tends not to de- 
stroy, but to uphold and protect gov- 
ernment. While the enlisted man is 
withdrawn from civil pursuits, his body 
is trained in strength and endurance, 
his spirit in courage, self-sacrifice and 
obedience. The mental drill he has re- 
ceived in schools is balanced by whole- 
some gymnastics for body and soul. 
Vast China, ruled by schools and exam- 
inations, her military spirit in utter 
decay, lost the day to little Japan, who 
had bred soldiers and sailors, and could 
fight as well as write. 

In his technical schooling, too, the 
soldier learns habits of order, punctu- 
ality and courtesy that are invaluable 
in the arts of peace. An unbiased 
American observer says of “armed 
Europe:’’ “The army is the great na- 
tional school of industry. It takes a 
mere solitary human clod from his slow 
field task. It places him among his fel- 
lows; it teaches him to listen, to find 
his speech, to use his eyes. There is 
no better foreman in the world than the 
ex-noncommissioned officer.” 

The soldier is not the enemy of arbi- 
tration; indeed, it is his forceful pres- 
ence which hinders war. “What is war,” 
said Uncle Toby, “but the getting to- 
gether of quiet and harmless people 
with their swords in their hands, tc 
keep the ambitious and the turbulent 
within bounds?” Such is the service 
performed by the armies of Europe, as 
w T ell as by our little frontier garrisons 
among hostile Indians. 

Highest of all ends promoted by our 
army is the active patriotism which the 
soldier learns: “That a country’s the 

thing men should die for at need.” A. 
president and a white house do not, 
perhaps, appeal to the imagination as 
do a queen and a palace, yet our Ameri- 
can soldier is as true to his land as is 
Tommy Atkins when he says, through 
his spokesman. Rudyard Kipling: 

You ’aven’t got no families when servin’ 
of the queen; 

You ’aven’t got no brothers, fathers, sis- 
ters, wives or sons. 

If you want to win your battles, take and 
work your bloomin’ guns! 

A private soldier now in our ranks 
lias written occasional verses that ex- 
press the same loyal sacrifice of seif. 
Though Private Stokes cannot rival 
Kipling in the lively dash of “Barrack- 
Room Ballads,” or Whitman in the 
solemn beat of “Drum-Taps,” yet m 
“Riley’s Grave” the soldier writes a 
touching epitaph for his fallen com- 
rade. The background of ‘ a long, red 
Texan day” and a distant brook sur- 
rounded by fierce Apaches is filled in 
with the “careless scamp from far New’ 
York” w’ho gave his life jn order to 
fetch water to the wounded: 

My God! The air was winged with lead, 
That shrieked and spat and tore. 

Until he staggered, dripping red, 

Into our midst once more. 

Not infrequently in these circum- 
stances the soldier’s grave is made 
hastily by night close to the picket- 
line; there the trampling of the horses 
obliterates all traces of burial, and thus 
cheats scalping savages and hungry 
wolves of their prey. For such an un- 
marked grave are the soldier-poet’s 
lines:

Black* Seek to Drive Oat the White# 
by Incendiarism. 

By a private letter from Belize. Brit- 
ish Honduras^ recieved in this city by 
a gentleman 'familiar with affairs in 
Central America, comrs the news that 
friction and unpleasant relations be- 
tween the whites and negroes of Brit- 
ish Honduras ^hat has existed for sev- 
eral years past, has culminated in sev- 
eral incendiary attempts to destroy the 
little city of Belize. The letter, written 
In the Spanish language, was trans- 
lated for the Register by the recipient. 
His correspondence dated Belize, Jan- 
uary 28, states that a reign of terror, 
exists in that city, and that the negroes 
have determined to drive the Yvhite set- 
tlers from the town, not by force of 
arms, but by burning up their property. 
On the night of January 26 there were 
14 houses burned on King, Bishop and 
Albert streets. This is the third at- 
tempt made to burn the town. On the 
first attempt, property to the value of 
$250,000 was burned, including large 
warehouses and stores. The negroes 
have made threats that thej' will not 
rest until every white man in the place 
is driven out. The situation of the 
whites is very precarious. 

The gentleman to whom the letter 
was addressed declares that within his 
own knowledge the ill-feeling that ex- 
ists among the blacks of the province 
against their neighbors is of long 
standing. 

British Honduras has a population of 
nearly 80,000, and of these the white 
people number less than 3,000. 

The fertility of the soil and the warm 
climate conduce to human inactivity, 
and the negroes will do little work. 
The country has presented a profitable 
field for enterprise and push, in the 
export of fine woods of the forests, and 
in the import of everything that the 
inhabitants eat, drink and wear. 

The trees are felled and rafted to an 
outpost by black labor, which is em- 
ployed by yearly contract, and, as the 
contractor has the commissary store 
and supplies goods and clothing to hi? 
laborers, and as they are ignorant and 
improvident, the consequences usually 
is that at the end of the year the la- 
borer has very little wages due him. 
and in many instances is in debt to the 
contractor. 

The result has been that the whites 
who are in trade with the provinces 
have prospered, while the negro laborer 
has retrograded. The uneasiness ex- 
ists in all parts of the province, and 
has done so for more than seven years. 
The outbreak of incendiarism that 
has occurred at Belize will possibly be 
duplicated with greater atrocities in 
the interior. 

The news from Belize will be looked 
for with tense interest in the United 
States. Much more than half the white 
population in the colony are Americans, 
and since the development of the fruit 
trade during the past few years the 
trade of the country has been diverted 
from England to America. 

The population of Belize is about 
8,000, of whom fifteen-sixteenths *xre 
negroes. There are, ini fact, only about 
200 white people in Belize, and while 
there is a good military company and 
a police force, yet they are powerless 
tc suppress the incendiaries. The 
larger portion of the white population 
are Americans. — Mobile Register.

DESTRUCTIVE FUNGUS. 

How to Treat Brown-Rot on Plnnu 
with Con«iderable Kflfect. 

It is scarcely necessary to repeat the 
general remarks on treatment for fun- 
gus diseases published in several previ- 
ous bulletins. But concerning brown- 
rot v Monilia fructigena) we may say 
that only the most persistent effort can 
hold this fungus in check. As all grow- 
ers have observed, the decayed fruits 
hang to the twigs and persist over win- 
ter. It is from these in the early days 
of spring that an abundant crop of 
spores are borne, and the petals of the 
flowers, young leaves, and even many 
branches, are attacked. These mum- 
mied fruits also hang on all summer and 
continue to produce spores. Hence, by 
the time the fruits become half-grown 
or begin to mature, the infecting spores 
may come from the old decayed fruits 
of the previous year or from more re- 
cent infection on the young growth of 
the current year. 'Whenever the fruit 
has become badly attacked treatment 
is quite useless. 

The proper plan is to remove all de- 
cayed fruit from the orchard when the 
trees are free from foliage, as it can be 
easily seen at this time; then, before 
the buds swell in the spring, wash the 
trees thoroughly with a solution of 
concentrated lye or of sulphate of cop- 
per. The first solution should be made 
by dissolving eight cans of lye in 50 
gallons of water, and the copper sul- 
phate (bluestone) in 50 gallons of wa- 
ter. I consider the lye preferable, but 
the latter may be somewhat pleasanter 
to handle. This washing is very im- 
portant and perhaps does as much real 
good as all later work. 

The later washings should be given 
as follow

Grow Xieely on Clayey Ground and 
on a Hillside. 

Clay soil is considered best for pear 
culture, and still it should uot be too 
tenacious aud sticky. A pear orchard 
will not thrive so well, says Green’s 
Fruit Grower, on any soil that has not 
a clay subsoil. Next to a friable clay 
loam, a gravel loam is most desirable. 
A light, sandy soil is the least desirable 
of any, and yet pears can be grown * n 
sandy soil. Standard pears can be 
planted 20 to 30 feet apart, according to 
circumstances and habits of growth. 
If planted 30 feet apart, dwarf pears 
can be planted between the rows each 
way. 1 prefer a standard pear for gen- 
eral orchard culture, for the reason that 
they require less fertility and cultiva- 
tion, and for the further reason that 
they are longer lived and make larger 
and more permanent trees. When the 
question came up for a vote, however, 
before the Western New York Horticul- 
tural society, we found that the dwarf 
pear was the favorite for orchard plant- 
ing or for garden. Dwarf pears have 
the advantage 6f coming into earlier 
bearing. The dwarf pear is not short 
lived. It requires more prunirg and 
more attention than the standard pear. 
Many varieties do better on the dwarf 
pear than on the standard. I should 
not locate a pear orchard or any ither 
orchard in a low piece of ground. I 
should locate on a hillside. The pear 
is easily transplanted. 1 transplant 
several thousand every spring, and they 
do not lose on an average one oat cf 
one hundred trees. Pear trees come 
into bearing earlier than the apple. 



Btate will be divided into districts, co- 
extensive with the political divisions 
set apart for the election of state as- 
semblymen. Each of these districts 
will be in charge of a captain, who will 
see to it that his lieutenants obtain the 
signatures of every citizen who is inter- 
ested in road improvement.

Every wheelman and wheelwoman 
who signs the petition agrees to give 
one dollar for road building as soon as 
the state has made the appropriation. 
YVhen the monstrous petition is com- 
pleted, it is proposed to have 1,000 
wheelmen visit the state capital and 
present the document to the legislature 
in support of a good roads bill. Of 
course the local centurions in all the 
towns will lead their respective dele- 
gations to the capital. As an aid to the 
enterprise. State Centurion Marshall 
has caused to be made a sketch of the 
state in outline, with the proposed road- 
ways running through it. A cut of the 
design is published herewith, and it 
will be used on the backs of envelopes 
by all enthusiastic cyclists and their 
business friends. Speaking of the pro- 
ject, State Centurion Marshall said: 

“Members of the Wisconsin division 
have long realized that only by active 
work could anything be accomplished 
in the way of road improvements. In 
such an enterprise we are dealing with 
politicians and the only way to treat 
with a politician is to allow him to 
make no promises. Performance is the 
thing, and we propose to make the pol- 
iticians perform. All the talk in the 
world would not build a mile of road. 
What you need is sand, and perhaps 
gravel, not to disdain a few rocks to 
help out the plan. 

“I have realized all along what a 
great tusk this is, but I tliinkutcan be 
accomplished. Our petition cannot be 
ignored by the legislature, when it is 
signed by all the members before it is 
presented. It takes a nervy politician 
to deny his own signature. VWe who 
ride only . on the highways are compe- 
tent to judge of what is needed. We 
proj>ose to give dollar for dollar with 
the state, and shame the common- 
wealth into an act of civilized progress. 
The design 1 have made is for use on the 
’backs of envelopes, and we want all the 
members of the legislature to begin us- 
ing these •designs, even if we have to 
present them with theirstationery. We 
do not expect to do much talking about 
•this matter, -except where it will pro- 
mote the project. What -we need more 
than anything el«e is a litrtle.action:” — 
Cer. Cycling Gazette.

How to Tent Pari* Green. 

Paris green is generally favored as an 
arsenical poison by entomologists in 
preference to London purple, because 
it is of mere even composition and easily 
tested. Pure Parisgreen when dropped 
into common ammonia will entirely dis- 
solve, leaving a clear, dark blue liquid, 
not green, like the color of the powder. 
If any sediment remains, this is some 
form of adulteration, and therefore 
represents an impurity. Chrome-green, 
which might be used to adulterate 
Paris green, will give the liquid a 
dirty greeu color, and will deposit a 
bright yellow sediment in the bottom 
of the vial. London purple is just as 
effective, provided it is of good quali- 
ty, but its quality can only be de- 
termined by a chemical anaiysi*,—

Historically It It* Among the Most Inter- 
esting Churches In the Country. 

Historically and in the relics of the ; 
past which it contains few if auy 1 
churches iu America are more interest- 
ing than old St. John’s at Portsmouth, 

N. H. The founding of the parish dates 
from 1(338, but the present edifice is j 
modern. It was built in 1806, and the 
good man who preached the dedication 
sermon described it as a work of stu- 
pendous magnitude. It is not, however, 1 
the building which attracts us, but its { 
belongings. Here we see the old prayer 1 
book, with the prayer for the president ' 
pasted over that for the king; the ; 
“Vinegar” Bible, of which only 40 
copies were printed, and but five of 
which are in the United States. The 
bell which calls the parish to prayers is 
a capture from Louisburg, and, although 
twice recast, once by Paul Revere, since 
its voice was heard in its foreign home, 
it is yet the same old bell. An arm- 
chair, which stands behind the altar 
rail was a gift fioin Queen Caroline, 
but is now known as the Washington 
chair, having been occupied by the first 
president of the United States when he 
attended service in the old church. 

Admiral Farragut was buried from 
St. John’s, and the reading table is 
made of wood from his flagship. • A 
strange bit of treasure trove is the 
heavy porphyry font taken from an old 
church in Portsmouth and captured by i 
the English from the French off the 1 
coast of Africa. Every Sunday 12 loaves 
of bread are placed upon this font and 
distributed to 12 old women, in accord- 
ance with the terms of one Theodore 
Eccleston’s last will and testament, and 
because of a gift by will the church is 
still heated by wood fires. — Nashaa (N. 
H.) Tele graph.
